General Smith has asked me to acknowledge vith thanks your letter 
to him dated 3 October 1952 inquiring whether this Agency might have 
a piece for you. 

As you may or may not know, there are Congressional limitations 
on the employment of retired officer* of the Armed Forces unless the 
retirement is by reason of disability incurred either in line of duty 
or as a result of combat . If your pending retirement is effected as 
a straight longevity or disability incurred not in line of duty case, 
it would require special Congressional authority for you to be a*p 
oloyed anywhere within the Federal government, while the .■xrec^or 
of Central Intelligence has authority to employ £ if teen _ such ^ ccidivid- 
uals, no such vacancies now exist or are expected to exist witnin the 

foreseeable future* 

If, on the other hand, your eventual retirement is effected vith 
a line of duty or combat disability, we would be in a position to con- 
sider you for whatever vacancies then existed within the organisation. 
Jntil you have some idea of the outcome, I’a afraid that we can ac 
nothing looking toward discussing employment possibilities with yo;u. 

Ue appreciate your interest in serving with us and I hope that 
this letter will serve to apprise you of same of the limitations which 
would exist in your case.
